Chungking reported that Chinese 


troops swooping down from the 
Northeast had recaptured Yenang- 
yaung, Burmese oil center, and in 
two days of bitter fighting had re- 
leased a British force of several 
thousand from Japanese encircle- 
ment. 
Chinese infantrymen 
who had 


been defending the eastern wing in 
Burma, Joined British tanks which 
had been helping on 'the western 
wing and together they executed 
the limited counter-offensive which 
regained Yenangyaung. 


The RAF made a sweep of 200 


miles along the West Burma coast 
In which the airfield at Bassein, 
on the Irrawaddy delta, was dam- 
aged and motor launches, small 
barges and a schooner strafed. 


The British also reported raiding 
a Japanese-held airdrome at Allan- 
myo, along the Irrawaddy north of 
Prome, and credited the American 
Volunteer Group, the Flying Tigers, 
with destruction of two Japanese 
planes over another airfield.

bo confronted with an overall na- 
tionwide labor shortage" In the 
likely uvont of a long war. 


McNutt told a press conference 


he favored a program of "group" 
deferments from selective service 
Induction, although acknowledging 
that such a program might con- 
flict with present selective service 
procedure, and would requlro leg- 
slation to effect. 


Such group deferments, excus- 


ng men of certain skill qualified- 
ions from military duty, would be 
upon not only 
an occupational 


group basis but also upon a re- 
gional basis, McNutt said, in ord- 
er to tako caro of local shortages 
of trained labor. No specific log- 
slatlon is now In hia mind, tho 
manpower chief added.

The seedbed for sodding of the 
portion onto which terraces are 
to empty was prepared fey flat 
breaking in December.

His Bermuda grass roots were

The sweep was 
used since it did not roll the sod 
over, 
making shaking 
difficult. 


Many farmers in the black land 
sections have found it more eco- 
nomical to go to a sandy land 
section and harvest their sod in a 
like manner, 
rather than chunk 
sod with grass off their own farm. 


Mr. Henderson states that hiu 
total expenses will just about be 
offset by the $3.60 per acre the 
AAA is paying. 


Sodding 
may 
be successfully 


done from fall to spring, if mois- 
ture conditions are favorable, bur 
is seldom advisable between the 
latter part of May and first of 
October, it Is stated.
